(1) year, the Board will consider a permit extension for up to one (1) additional year. If an extension is 
granted, the original Building Permit will become null and void if construction is not completed by the 
end of the extension. A new application will have to be submitted and heard for consideration by the 
Board. Building permits are not transferable.

Benoit Lamontagne thanked the town manager and department heads for working with the Selectmen 
and helping them to bring the budget down 15%. Discussion ensued regarding the $2,000 reduction 
in Patriotic Services, Fourth of July line item. Rossiter Holt made a motion, seconded by Sandra 
Riendeau, to amend the article by $2,000 to restore the Fourth of July line item back to the annual 
requested amount. Rick Tillotson further made a motion to amend the Recreation Department total 
by $3,500, to add the Healthy Older Adults Program back into the budget. Moderator Patterson 
called for a vote on the amendment to increase by $3,500. The amendment passed with a voice

vote. At this point, Rossiter Holt rescinded his motion to amend the article by $2,000. Sandra 
Riendeau also rescinded her second. 


Benoit Lamontagne informed the townspeople that the $150,000 allocated in the Highway line item 
for purchase of a new highway truck was to be paid for by monies already in the Highway Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund. Camilla Stewart made a motion to amend this article to remove $150,000 
from the Heavy Equipment Reserve Fund to purchase plow equipment. Kevin McKinnon seconded 
the motion. The article as amended to raise and appropriate $1,715,792 passed by voice vote. 


Roland Cotnoir made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $232,064.00 for the purpose of 
implementing the Pay As You Throw Program. Julie Moran seconded the motion. Roland Cotnoir 
made a motion, seconded by Benoit Lamontagne, to amend the total amount to be raised and 
appropriated to $230,509.00. The motion to amend the article passed with a voice vote. 


After considerable discussion, John Falconer made a motion, seconded by Rick Tillotson, to move 
the question. The article as amended to raise and appropriate $230, 509.00 was defeated by a 
standing vote. 


Benoit Lamontagne made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $234,208.00for the purpose 
of running the Colebrook Transfer Station. Roland Cotnoir seconded and motion and it passed 
with a voice vote. 


Sandra Riendeau made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $72,790.00 for the support of 
the new 45" Parallel Emergency Medical Services and to permit the Board of Selectmen to enter 
into a contract with this Service for such purpose. In the event the Towns and the 45" Parallel 
Emergency Agency come to an agreement for a five year contract the Town’s people gives 
permission for the Selectmen to sign and enter into the contract without having to come back to a 
Town meeting as long as an escape clause is included in the contract. Frank Dumaine seconded the 
motion. 


Frank Dumaine stated the amount is double what was raised last year for six months of service, 
indicating a full year’s service. He further indicated the Selectmen will be signing a one-year contract 
only, as the five-year contract was not completed or reviewed prior to Town Meeting. Jon Frizzell 
made a motion to strike the second sentence from the article. John Falconer seconded and the 
amendment passed with a voice vote. 


The motion as amended to raise and appropriate the sum of $72,790.00 for the support of the new 
45" Parallel Emergency Medical Services and to permit the Board of Selectmen to enter into a 
contract with this Service for such purpose passed with a voice vote. 


Benoit Lamontagne made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $51,000.00 for the following 
Capital Reserve Funds: 


1) Equipment Purchase (1999) $ 38,250.00 
2) Police Cruiser (1999) $ 12,750.00 


Frank Dumaine seconded the motion and it passed with a voice vote.

Frank Dumaine made a motion to raise and appropriate the sum of $207,949.00 for the Colebrook 
Dispatch Center, of which $110,507.26 will be raised through taxation, and the remainder to be 
offset by revenues from the participating towns. Roland Cotnoir seconded the motion and it passed 
with a voice vote. 


Granvyl Hulse made a motion to accept, ratify and confirm the reports of the Agents, Selectmen, 
Auditors and all other Town Officers. Kevin McKinnon seconded and the motion passed with a voice 
vote. 


To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting: 


John Falconer stated he would like to see the affect on the tax rate for what is raised 
indicated in the town report. 


Kevin McKinnon spoke briefly on the income to be generated from the sale of methane gas with the use of a 
generator at the landfill. He also remarked that the Town of Colebrook is looking at district biomass heating. 


Sandra Riendeau asked if it was possible to change the recycling, centers hours of operation so that it would be 
open later at least one evening. 


Benoit Lamontagne presented the Citizen of the Year award to Brad Brooks, along with a commendation from 
Governor Lynch for Brad’s display of respect, caring and kindness while completing his volunteer work. 


Roland Cotnoir presented Benoit Lamontagne a plaque for his service and dedication to the Town of Colebrook. 


The meeting was adjourned at 9:30 pm.

2010 Town Manager’s Letter 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank the Town of Colebrook Employees for their 
commitment to Colebrook residents in ensuring all facets of town government function to the 
best of their ability. Due to reduced revenues in 2008, the 2009 budget was cut 15% and 
every department scrimped and saved in one way or another to keep within that budget. 
Despite not receiving a raise, the department heads wholeheartedly worked with their people 
to figure out ways to cover all expected services. 


Following are examples of how departments provided services on a limited budget. 
Employees used their own vehicles for town business and their own tools at the highway 
garage, most did not charge mileage, several volunteered their own time for projects, and 
others provided a portion of their own supplies. The highway department picked up tools and 
iron or metal material from the transfer station to use at the town garage. The transfer station 
set aside items that still had value. This saved trucking and tipping fees, as well as provided 
goods for someone who needed them. You know that old saying “one person's trash is 
another person’s treasure”. 


December, January, February and March are the busiest time of year for the office staff and 
the highway crew. This is when the office is preparing budgets, closing and balancing year- 
end reports and preparing the town report to be sent to the printer in time to be published 
before town meeting. Office personnel include Melanie Mathieu, deputy tax collector; Janey 
Moore, assessing clerk and deputy town clerk; and Camilla Stewart who deals with current use 
issues, financials and town assistance. The change in the office budgets reflects the fact that 
Town Clerk Sheila Beauchemin has been made a full time employee. For the past few years, 
the total hours she worked were only three or four short of full-time requirement. In the past 
year, she took on the responsibility of taking minutes at the Selectmen’s meetings, along with 
some emergency management and 911 duties. She also is working on Wednesday 
afternoons in the Town Clerk office, rather than the deputy town clerk. This offers more 
continuity to both the Town Clerk’s office and the tax office. 


As of January 31°, 2010, 12% of the property taxes were still due. This is normal. The reason 
for the high rate of payment is due to the banks requiring an escrow account to pay property 
taxes. What we are seeing is that the people whose property did go to lien are not paying as 
soon as usual. A few taxpayers contacted the select board and made payment arrangements 
to pay their taxes and keep their home until the taxes are paid. Taxpayers having trouble 
paying their taxes, please come to the tax office before it is time for a tax deed to work out a 
payment plan. The town does not like to take anyone’s home, but will if a person makes no 
effort. Small amounts add up and keep your interest charges down. Please work with 
Melanie Mathieu to set up a payment plan. 


In March, the governor declared he was closing Colebrook District Court and not giving the 
towns their Rooms and Meals Tax. That tax cut reduced the town’s revenues by $108,000.00. 
Closing the court would have far-reaching financial and social issues for the town and all North 
Country Citizens. On at least three occasions, police officers, town officials, legislators and 
concerned citizens have pleaded with the Finance and Ways Committee to keep the court 
open. Presently it is slated to stay open until June of 2011. Due to requirements of the 


Disabilities Act, the men’s bathroom will be converted to a handicapped unit and other small 
renovations will be made to satisfy the ADA rules. 


Public Works Director Kevin McKinnon and | spent countless hours working on obtaining 
stimulus money through ARRA and EDA grants for town projects. ARRA funds were awarded 
for the new town water project and a special town meeting was held to gain voter approval for 
the $2,060,600.00 project. One-half of this amount is a grant and the water users will pay the 
other half back to the state. These funds will build a pump house and install water lines to 
connect the pump house to the new wells and to the current town water main located at the 
IGA. 


The town has received verbal notification of a pending EDA grant (but has not received the 
award letter) to fund a logjam along the bank of the Connecticut River to stop bank erosion. At 
the rate, erosion is occurring, within one or two years, the river will be up to one of the 
buildings located in the Industrial Park. The State of New Hampshire would not permit a 
project that consisted of rock riprap, hence the logjam. The Connecticut River Joint 
Commission, of which Kevin McKinnon is a member, obtained several smaller grants to 
provide a match for EDA funds. The second portion of the EDA grant is to replace the cracked 
Mohawk River Retaining Wall adjacent to Academy Street and two other areas with 
undermining river problems. The river water crossings on Pleasant Street and Main Street will 
be placed below the riverbed to protect against damage during high water or ice jams. John 
Sununu’s $290,000.00 grant and the Colebrook Mohawk River Capital Reserve account of 
$118,950.00 will match this portion of EDA funds. The appropriation for $37,500.00 in the 
2010 budget is needed for the match. Along with this match will be a required $70,000.00 of 
“in-kind” work performed by the public works department, plus usage of town equipment. The 
public works department will be tied up with this project all summer. 


Kevin McKinnon applied for and received a $25,000.00 Tillotson Foundation Grant to fund a 
pre-feasibility study of district heating in the downtown area. 


Chief Steve Cass and other area police departments are working with NH Department of 
Safety Commissioner John Barthelmes and his team on a communication grant to install a new 
tower on Signal Mountain and to refurbish the existing towers and their radios for clearer 
communications for police, sheriffs, fire and ambulance in the entire North Country Region. 
Dispatch supervisor Gary Dinco and Town Clerk Sheila Beauchemin wrote a grant for a 
tabletop dispatch and emergency services training. 


Thank you to the Colebrook Board of Selectmen for their continued support of their 
departments and commitment to serve the Citizens of Colebrook. Last, but not least, thank 
you to the citizens for working with the town and being patient when departments could not 
immediately provide a requested service.

The 
police department is fully staffed. They answered 1,605 calls for service in 2009 
and had 321 reportable incidents as compared to 282 in 2008. 


The police department is continuing to try to improve through grants and training. 
There are several grants currently pending. A few of the grants would greatly 
reduce the burden on the taxpayers in the area of radio and equipment 
purchases, plus provide better radio communications in outlying areas. Along 
with all government funded programs, cuts are severe. All of these grants are 
competitive, so the more you regionalize them, the better off you are. 


Chief Richard Lapoint and | communicate regularly about training classes and 
any other issues where we can share costs. We have discussed the issues 
surrounding North Country law Enforcement and its future. A regional police 
department has even been discussed, but needs more discussion and analyzing. 


The police department would like to remind everyone to keep your homes and 
vehicles locked day and night. Do not tell people about any medications you may 
be taking or have taken recently. Do not hang on to old medications. If you 
cannot dispose of your old medications, contact your local pharmacy.

Public Works Report for 2009 


| want to extend a thank you to our Town Manager, Board of Selectmen, and 
you, the taxpayer, for your support over the past years. 


The Public Works crew consists of seven people working with five departments 
supervised by me. This crew is dedicated to serving the Town of Colebrook at 
the very best of their abilities. My hat comes off in honor of these men and 
women. They have donated their own time and resources on numerous 
occasions to the Towns overall benefit. The newly painted V-plow at the entrance 
to our facility site is a prime example. 


| want to thank Melony Lyons for lettering the plow. Excellent looking sign! Thank 
you! 


We began grading roads on May 12 and completed 31 miles of Class V roads by 
June 22. A second round of grading was done on the same roads from July 22 
through the early fall. We also graded our Class VI roads one round. Dependent 
on traffic load, some of our roads were graded a third time. The more traffic, the 
more wear, on the road surface. We hauled screened gravel to cover the areas 
we placed rock in during spring breakup. The majority of this went on Bennett Hill 
Road. 


We have a lot of work lined up for 2010 with the grant money that will be coming 
in to town. The new water wells north of town will be connected to our system 
witha new pump house being built opposite the Kheop's establishment. 
Construction will start this spring. The Connecticut River bank stabilization 
project at the Industrial Park will also be done in 2010. The Mohawk River wall 
project on Academy Street is also slated for 2010. 


The Public Works Department is obligated to provide $78,000.00 of "in-kind" 
work to these projects so most of our time and energy will be devoted to these 
projects in the summer of 2010 as our share of the grant requirements. 


We finished capping the Landfill in 2009 and started generating electricity from 
the methane gas in mid-August. The Town will earn some money from this every 
month, which you can see under town revenues. The generator will probably run 
for about ten years. 


You will also notice another tower at the Landfill. This is a 180' wind tower to 
study wind speeds, direction, elevation, etc. Pennsylvania Power & Light, the 
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company that operates the generator, are funding the study. We hope the study 
shows wind power is feasible on the site, sufficient to produce power from the 
wind. 


The Town is investigating District Heat, which would consist of a central boiler 
piping heat to the buildings in the downtown area. Preliminary numbers indicate 
that this will be a more affordable way to heat. We are conducting a prefeasibility 
study in the spring of 2010 to aid us in this initial stage. The study is funded by a 
grant from the NH Charitable Foundation.

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Colebrook Recreation Department Report 


The Colebrook Recreation Department has been a year round department since 
1999. Since that time, the department has continued to operate with the director 
as the only full-time position. The Department has grown from offering just a 
dozen programs in 1999 to offering 46 different programs in 2009 to over 1400 
participants. There are sports, camps, and adult, child, and family programs 
offered throughout the year. 


Once again, the summer saw record-breaking numbers in the summer day 
camps. Three different day camps were offered for ages 4 to 14 as well as four 
different sports camps. The enrollment in the children’s camp, Camp 
Monadnock, increased as well as the camp for teens, Hikes Bikes Trips and 
Flips. This was the second summer of offering a Mini-Monadnock camp, which 
was one day a week for 4 & 5-year-olds who are looking for a small portion of the 
camp experience. It also showed increases in participation. The Drama Camp 
put ona musical production of Broadway Songs for the first time. The show 
included 31 children from the community, eight summer counselors, and was 
directed by Tracey Sullivan. The kids did a great job and were able to put on two 
shows for the community. 


The Colebrook Recreation Department participated in the Great American Camp 
Out for the second time. There was a tremendous increase in participants, but 
the hailstorm in June moved the camp out into the Colebrook Gymnasium. 
Maybe we will have better luck next summer. Come out and join us. 


The Colebrook Recreation Advisory Board assisted with the Grade 3 & 4 
Basketball Tournament in March. Members donated baked goods to be sold and 
gave some time to work in the snack room. The advisory board was able to use 
funds earned from the tournaments and other fundraisers to provide financial 
assistance to ten Colebrook children to attend summer day camps. 


In August, the Recreation Department was notified they would be a host for the 
NBA Fit Challenge Local Competition. This program is aimed at providing an 
exciting fitness competition for boys and girls up to age 14. The competition was 
run during the Recreation Basketball Program in November and had two 
participants, Adam Crawford & Michaella Biron, qualify to compete at the 
Regional Competition hosted by the Maine Red Claws. Both did exceptional jobs 
and won their respective age divisions. Michaella’s score was high enough to 


place her in the top two spots of 10-year-old girls in the nation, earning her the 
right to compete at the National Competition representing the Colebrook 
Recreation Department. The final competition will be held in February in Dallas, 
Texas. Have a great time and best of luck Michaella! 


The Colebrook Recreation Department mascot, Murphy Moose, has his own 
Facebook page to let the community know what is going on at the Colebrook 
Recreation Department. If you are on Facebook, become friends with Murphy 
Moose and keep up to date on his status. The Recreation Department is also 
continuing to use email to notify the community of upcoming events.

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Colebrook Energy Committee 
Year Ending 2009 


In 2009, the Selectboard officially named the Colebrook Energy Committee. The 
volunteer members appointed are Julie Moran (Chairman), Kevin McKinnon, 
Larry Rappaport, Brian LaPerle, and Richard Harris. 


The Colebrook Energy Committee focused primarily on the development of a 
biomass district heating subcommittee, referred to as the Colebrook District 
Heating Fact-Finding Committee (CDHFFC). Dick Harris was elected as the 
chairman of this subcommittee. The CDHFFC researched types of district 
heating systems, fuel sources and companies dealing with them. With the help 
of Thad Guldbranson and Tom Evans from Plymouth State University and Peter 
Riviere from the Coos Economic Development Corp,-along with others, a request 
for proposal was written for a pre-feasibility study of Colebrook’s energy 
concerns. The firm selected to complete the study is M.E. McCormick Facilities 
Management Consultants. The $25,000 study is being paid for by a grant from 
the Neil and Louise Tillotson Fund of the New Hampshire Charitable Foundation. 


The Colebrook Energy Committee also helped sponsor the second successful 
Colebrook Energy Expo in November. In the months ahead, it is the committee’s 
goal to continue to work, in coordination with other local groups, on educational 
projects and other energy and environmentally related items of interest to the 
Selectboard and townspeople.

Colebrook Planning Board Report 


This year we had fewer applications, which allowed the board to work on other 
matters. We used that time to compose a comprehensive Capital Improvement 
Plan, which is nearing completion. Once in place, this plan should help maintain 
an even budget rather than the difficulties that the town has experienced in the 
past. By allocating funds for major infrastructure replacements yearly, there 
should be enough (or nearly enough) funding available to cover the costs when 
replacement is imminent. 


Proposed changes to the Zoning Ordinance, pertaining to building permits and 
the certificate of occupancy, will appear on the Annual Town Meeting ballot. The 
Planning Board hopes that you will support these amendments. 


The Planning Board budget is way down for the coming year. This is due mainly 
to the small number of subdivision applications and building applications. In 
2010 it is hoped work will commence on the much-needed Master Plan update. 
Our meeting date remains the first Tuesday of the month, beginning at 7 pm, in 
the Colebrook District Courtroom. Everyone is invited and encouraged to attend.

We recently purchased classics for both the adult 
and children’s collections with a generous donation from the Gooch family. 


Donations of current magazines, not bought by the library, have enlarged our 
collection. 


The book club is a joint venture with the Recreation Department. Interesting 
reads from 2009 included: “The Cruelest Mile” by Salisbury, “Those Who Save 
Us” by Blum, “Third Strike” by Craig, “The Last Child” by Hart, “The Entitled” by 
Deford, “Friday Night Lights” by Kissinger, “A Christmas Carol” by Dickens, and 
James Patterson’s books from different series. Books are chosen from different 
genre and both fiction and non-fiction are included. If you would like to join, the 
book club meets the second Thursday of the month at 6:30 p.m. 


Are you waiting for that movie to come out on DVD: the library shows recently 
released movies on Thursday nights at 6:00 p.m. We encourage you to bring a 
snack or your dinner and enjoy a night at the movies. 


Children’s Storyhours are held Wednesday mornings at 10:00 for preschool 
children. Families attending enjoy stories and crafts. 


Miss Bobie returned to the library with her “Music for Rascals” program in 
February and March. She entertained toddlers with music and movement. 


The Summer Reading Program theme was “Summertime....and the Reading is 
easy’. Entertainers included the popular Wildlife Encounters with their assorted 
animals, Rick Golden, and Mime Robert Rivest entertained and gave a 
workshop. 
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Teachers were invited to bring their classes once a month. Those accepting the 
invitation were Mrs. Kenny, Mrs. Jacoby, Mrs. Hastings, Mrs. Hodgman, and 
Miss Sauder. Mrs. Gooch and Mrs. Moren brought their classes in for a tour and 
annual Colebrook Public Library History. 


Groups using the library over the year included Microcredit, White Mountain 
Community College; North Country Farm Coop. Open Mic Night was held 
numerous times and the 45" Parallel Emergency Medical Services held and an 
H1N1 clinic. 


An Alzheimer’s Support Group meets the second Thursday of the month at 5:00. 


The older battery type Emergency lighting was replaced over the year. The front 
door of the Children’s Room will be replaced with a door with a ‘crash bar’ for 
safety. The Young Adult room is still being studied. Renovation of the old library 
basement may not be feasible and other ideas are being looked at. 


Anyone with family genealogy is encouraged to give a copy to the library. We 
have a good collection and appreciate copies of local families. Older obituaries 
are needed as well. We have accumulated five binders for quick reference. The 
News and Sentinel (and older local papers) is available on microfilm from the late 
1880's to 1970.

Colebrook Communication Center ... CCC 


The year 2009 ended with the CCC handling nearly 21,000 calls in our service 
area, which covers Norton to Beecher Falls, east to Errol and Upton Maine, and 
from Pittsburg South to Columbia / Bloomfield. This service area covers 
approximately 700 square miles, three states and a multitude of road systems. 
Added to this extensive road mapping system are the region’s miles of ATV and 
snow mobile trails. 


The CCC call volume has remained somewhat constant in recent years with the 
exception of ATV and snow mobile calls, which have accelerated in both volume 
and intensity of injury. Snow mobile and ATV accidents stem from several 
causes, most of which are preventable. While prevention is outside the domain of 
the CCC, we can and have ramped up our ability to track, map, and react, both at 
the CCC and field response level has saved lives. 


During 2009, the CCC has successfully trained three new part-time dispatchers, 
all who completed the State Police on — line Telecommunication System 
(SPOTS) training. This four-day training program is conducted at the State Police 
Training Center in Concord, NH. 


While on the topic, training is, and will always be, one of our primary focus areas. 
Change is inevitable; we all recognize and accept that as fact. The CCC regularly 
trains and retrains on Standard Operating Procedure changes, data processing 
changes, response changes and / or the myriad of routine changes that appear 
daily, weekly, and monthly. 


In closing, we at the CCC encourage everyone to use the 911 system for all 
emergencies. The operators answering at 911 have extensive training in all types 


of emergencies and can provide life saving instructions while callers are awaiting 
the emergency response.

Several 
perennials have been planted with more to be added in the coming years. 


Donations were received from Richard Hopkins, Robert Brown, Ralph and Phyllis 
Goss. These were appreciated and will be used for Cemetery care. We had five 
entombments from other towns, for which we received reimbursement, along with 
fourteen full burials and ten cremations. Several burials took place on weekends, 
which made longer hours for our staff. 


Lots in the Main Cemetery were sold to Tamie Marsh, Darlene Kenney, Sheldon 
and Elaine Gray. A plot purchased by Georgena Pinckney in the Abner and 
Laura Bean Memorial Park and in the Tibbetts Memorial Park by Tammy 
Desrosiers. 


The Cemetery crew washed several stones while David Hicks repaired others. 
Next year we plan to do a larger number. The road has been completely paved 
from Route 3 by the tomb to the developed section in the back area of the 
cemetery. Other roads were rototilled to remove the grass from the center. One 
road that had filled in with grass was rebuilt, graveled and graded. Next year 
additional roads will receive the same upgrade. Trustee Rebecca Hodge, on 
behalf of the Cemetery Trustees, has applied to the Tillotson North Country 
Foundation for funds for extended stone repairs.

The 45" Parallel EMS is a NOT FOR PROFIT private corporation, recognized by the Internal Revue as a 501c (3), providing 
911 response and interfacility transfers to the ten New Hampshire and Vermont towns in its catchment area. The agency is 
governed by a Board of Directors consisting of representatives appointed by the selectpersons from the following New 
Hampshire and Vermont towns: Bloomfield, Canaan, Clarksville, Colebrook, Columbia, Dixville, Lemington, Norton, 
Stewartstown, and Pittsburg; the Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital, the Colebrook, Beecher Falls, and Pittsburg fire 
departments, the UCVH Emergency Department Medical Director, and two at large members elected by the board. The 
current board members are: President - Greg Placy (Colebrook); Vice President — Harry Brown (Stewartstown); Secretary - 
Clayton Hinds (At Large); Treasurer — Michael Dionne (Clarksville); Bloomfield — Lynda Paquette; Canaan — Greg Noyes; 
Columbia — Brett Brooks; Dixville — Burnham “Bing” Judd; Lemington — Vacant; Norton — John Woods; and Pittsburg — Brian 
Dorman; the Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital - Louise McCleery, Colebrook Fire — Robert Lawton; Beecher Falls Fire — 
Steve Young; Pittsburg Fire - Sandy Young; and the UCVH Emergency Department Medical Director — Ferial Ladak MD. 
Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital remains the medical resource hospital for the 45" which means it provides medical 
direction for it. 


The 45" Parallel EMS has been in operation for fifteen (15) months with a startup date of October 1, 2008. The 45” maintains 
a fleet of three ambulances and operates 24 hours a day/7 days a week with a full time crew of 6 EMT-Intermediates, 26 per 
diem employees and a Chief. Advanced Life Support providers respond on each 911 call. Advanced and Basic Life Support 
providers transport patients to other hospitals for specialty care, often with an Advanced Healthcare Provider on board, 
depending on the needs of the patient. The 45" Parallel headquarters will move from the Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital to 
their new facility located at 46 Ramsey Road, just off Route 3 near the Colebrook/Stewartstown town line on about February 
1° 2010. The facility has four bays for the ambulances, offices, a training room, a living area, kitchen area, bedrooms, and 
bathrooms. 


The 45" Parallel EMS serves an area of approximately 900 square miles. During 2009, we responded to 893 911 calls and

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The 45" Parallel EMS continues to work closely with the Beecher Falls Volunteer Fire Department and the Pittsburg Fire and 
Rescue who provide FAST Responder service within their catchment areas. As a part of our original commitment, with the 
help of a USDA grant, the 45" has distributed 17 Fast Responder Packs and Automated External Defibrillators (AED) to first 
responders in the service area. The packs contain basic and advanced life support equipment to stabilize and treat patients 
while awaiting the arrival of the ambulance. The packs are distributed in the following communities: Bloomfield - 2, Canaan - 
3, Clarksville - 1, Colebrook - 5, Stewartstown - 2, Pittsburg - 3 and 45" Parallel EMS base - 1. The 45" Parallel continues its 
commitment to all area EMS providers by providing the required continuing education so that they can maintain their EMT 
certifications. In 2009, the agency sponsored an EMT-Basic course with nine (9) students successfully becoming National 
Registry EMT- Basics and a First Responder course with another nine (9) students successfully becoming Nationally 
Registered First Responders. All of the new EMT-Basics have become per diem employees of the 45" and the new First 
Responders have joined the 45" and other EMS agencies in the area. There were also two First Responder and two EMT- 
Basic refresher courses offered to provide the mandatory continuing education for area providers. Eight candidates successful 
completed the Red Cross First Aid/CPR/AED Instructors course and are now teaching First Aid/CPR/AED classes in the 
community. The 45" continues its commitment to maintain the 36 Public Access Defibrillators and provide training in their use. 
The process to become a Red Cross Training Center continues and the one of the first goals of increasing the number of CPR 
instructors has been met. 


The 45" was invited to be a presenter at the Coos County Symposium as one of the Big Ideas in Coos County that made a 
difference in the North Country. We were also the recipient of a $100,000 grant from the Neil and Louise Tillotson Fund in 
support of the new facility. The agency was also chosen from amongst the Neil and Louise Tillotson Fund grantees to 
participate in The 2009 Tillotson Learning Community. The 2008 USDA grant was used to equip the Fast Responder Packs, 
AED’s, and purchase 25 Minitor V pagers. In 2009, the USDA awarded the 45" a $100,000 grant, along with guaranteeing the 
financing of the new facility. The 45" was also granted 2 CPAPs (a device used to treat patients in respiratory distress) from 
New Hampshire EMS. The 45" has now received $ 274,590 in grants since its inception. 


The leadership of the 45" Parallel is dedicated to fiscal responsibility and to operating the service efficiently to minimize the 
burden to the taxpayers in the participating towns. Grant application opportunities are taken advantage of. The awarding of 
the two grants will reduce the overall cost of the mortgage by over $ 200,000 in interest expenses alone. The agency has put 
a billing system in place and now has an approximate 20 day turn around for Medicare payments. During 2009, the 45" 
billed 

$ 1,539,999.98, but we anticipate that we will only receive $ 608,675.92, as the healthcare reimbursement system does not 
reimburse a majority of the costs incurred. Upcoming changes to Medicare reimbursement rates are of concern as they will 
further decrease the percentage of the costs that are paid by Medicare. 


The 45" Parallel EMS is the first regional, not for profit ambulance service in the state of New Hampshire. The agency has 
exceeded its expectations during 2009, and the dedication of the leadership and staff of the 45" Parallel EMS has allowed the 
agency to provide the highest quality Advanced Life Support services to the citizens and visitors to the Great North Woods. 
The 45" will face many challenges in 2010 with the economic realities of the region and the country impacting our operations. 
The Board of Directors, Chief, and the employees of the 45" Parallel wish to thank the communities for allowing us to serve 
them in 2009 and look forward to serving them in 2010 from our new facility.

Accountants’ Compilation Report 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Colebrook, New Hampshire: 


We have compiled the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, 
the business type activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund 
information of Town of Colebrook as of and for the year ended December 31, 2008, 
which collectively compose the Town's basic financial statements as listed in the table of 
contents. We have also compiled the accompanying supplementary information 
contained in Schedules 1 through 4, which are presented only for supplementary 
analysis purposes and are not a part of the Town’s basic financial statements. Our 
compilation was conducted in accordance with Statements on Standards for Accounting 
and Review Services issued by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants: 


A compilation is limited to presenting in the form of financial statements information that 
is the representation of management. We have not audited or reviewed the 
accompanying financial statements and, accordingly, do not express an opinion or any 
other form of assurance on them. However, we did become aware of a departure from 
generally accepted accounting principles that is described in the following paragraph. 


As explained in Note IV.K. in the notes to financial statements, the Town is a party to 
agreements that include elements of barter in connection with the closure of its landfill 
and certain other activities. Accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States require that the economic effect of barter arrangements be accounted for at the 
fair value of consideration given or received, whichever is more measurable. Because 
the Town is unable to obtain certain information from the other parties to the barter 
arrangement, the Landfill Closure Fund reflected in the governmental funds balance 
sheet and statement of revenues, expenditures and changes in fund balance does not 
include all balances and activities that would have been included had such information 
been known. 


Management's discussion and analysis on pages 2 through 7 is not a required part of 
the basic financial statements but is supplementary information required by the 
Governmental Accounting Standards Board. We have compiled the supplementary 
information from information that is the representation of management, without audit or 
review. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion or any other form of assurance on the 
supplementary information. 


We are not independent with respect to Town of Colebrook.

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Tax Rates 


The Department of Revenue Administration (DRA) is charged with determining 
the tax rates annually for all municipalities in accordance with Revised Statutes 
Annotated (RSA) 21-J:34-:37. RSA 41:15. The final step in the process, the 
meeting with the DRA representative to certify the tax rates, is a familiar annual 
ritual for selectmen but an enormous amount of work is required to get there. 


The DRA gathers many reports and copies of documents from the cities, towns, 
school districts and counties concerning their budgets and related governmental 
proceedings for the year. (RSA 21-J:34. N.H. Admin. Code, Rev. 510). DRA also 
requires reports from cities and towns of the value of taxable property. The DRA 
confirms the validity of the appropriations and accuracy of the reports and 
computes the tax rates for cities and towns, including rates for the taxes to be 
collected for the appropriations made by local school districts, counties and 
cooperative school districts, and for the state education tax. 


The municipal tax rate is relatively straightforward. The appropriations voted by 
the town less revenue from all other sources is the amount of money that must 
be raised by property taxes. That sum is divided by the total local assessed 
property value. The tax rate is expressed in terms of dollars of tax per $1,000 of 
valuation. 


The local school district tax rate is more complicated because it is based on the 
amount of money that must be raised by local property taxes over and above the 
amount credited to the school district by the state education property tax and 
other revenue sources. Currently, the DRA is directed to set the state education 
tax rate at a level sufficient to generate revenue of $363 million statewide from 
property taxes. RSA 76:3. The process of setting county, state education and 
cooperative school district tax rates involves “equalization” of property values 
among the municipalities.
